STAKES WINNERS OF 1929 


URING the year 1929 there were 241 win- 
D ners of stakes events decided in the United 
States, Dominion of Canada, Mexico and Cuba. 
To the house of Eclipse belong 191 of these 
stakes winners, and they trace to the unbeaten 
chestnut which brought fame and fortune to Mr. 
O'Kelly, through the lines of Whalebone, 101; 
Touchstone, 55, and Vedette, 35. 

In the line of Whalebone, 41 come through 
Bend Or; 39 through Ben Brush; 9 through “Rock 
Sand; 8 through Isonomy; 2 through Wisdom; 1 
through Sardanapale, and 1 through *Meddler. 
In the line of Touchstone, 30 come through Dom- 
ino; 11 through Hampton; 9 through Spearmint, 
and 5 through Hermit. In the line of Vedette, 
18 come through Sundridge, and 17 through St. 
Simon. 

To the house of Matchem trace 43, of which 
25 in the line of *Australian, through Fair Play, 
and 18 in the line of Solon, of which 14 through 
“Ogden, and 4 through Barcaldine. 

To the house of Herod belong 7, of which 5 
come through the line of Woodpecker, via Le 
Sancy, and 2 through the line of Highflyer, 1 
via Norfolk, and the other via Grey Leg. 

So, here on the threshold of 1930, does the 
thought expressed in the last verse of the 
“Epitaph on Eclipse’’ hold good: 

“True, o’er the tomb in which this fav'rite lies, 

“No vaunting boast appears of lineage good; 

“Yet the Turf Register’s bright page defies 

“The race of Herod to show better blood.”

Delving for fruit of the dams’ side of the story 
it is found that 10 of the stakes winners were 
mothered by daughters of glorious *Star Shoot, 
and an equal number came from daughters of 


the recently dead Fair Play. Nine claimed the 
illustrious Celt as their maternal grandsire.

ELIMINATION 


Editor THE BLOOoD-HORSE: 

UDGING from the overcrowded entries preva- 

lent on winter tracks, a similar state of af- 
fairs will have to be encountered on the tracks 
around New York in the forthcoming season. 
Numerous remedies to get rid of the many un- 
desirables have been now and again proposed, 
but so far the various associations have not 
thought it worth while to apply any method to 
counteract the evil. 

Owing to the unprecedented number of con- 
testants, 66 taking part in the Grand National 
Steeplechase of this past year, the Steeplechase 
Association of England has awakened to the fact 
that they must take steps to limit the entrants, 
and they have gone about it in a business-like 
way, such as might well be imitated by our own 
associations. Here are the proposed conditions 
for the Grand National Steeplechase of 1930, the 
money sums having been translated int» dollars 
from the British equivalent: 

“The Grand National Steeplechase (Handicap) 
of $50 each, $250 extra if left in after January 
28, an additional $125 if left in after March 11, 
and $75 extra for starters, with $25,000 (includ- 
ing a trophy value, $750) added; for 5-year-olds 
and upward; second to receive $4,000; third, 
$2,500, and fourth, $1,000 from the stakes; for 
horses that have been placed first, second, third 
or fourth (by the judge) in steeplechases of three 
miles and upward, value $1,000 to the winner; or 
in steeplechases of any distance at Liverpool; or 
winners of any steeplechase, value, $2,500 (sell- 
ing races in every case excepted). Weights pub- 
lished January 23 at noon; the highest weight 
not more than 175 pounds and the lowest weight 
not less than 140 pounds. Grand National Course, 
about four miles and eight hundred and fifty-six 
yards.” 

Would it not be feasible, and at the same time 
advantageous, for our racing secretaries to make 
conditions somewhat similar? It may gladden 
the hearts of some secretaries to receive a raft 
of entries, with an addition of also eligibles. But 
it does not appeal to true sportsmen and lovers 
of good racing, to witness the efforts of a lot of 
no-accounts, and that is not what they pay their 
good money to see. 

Here is a suggestion, somewhat in line with 
the proposed restrictions of the Grand National 
Hunt Committee, England. Let the majority of 
the purses be confined to horses which have run 
either one, two, three, or four, in their three pre- 
vious efforts, and this would show conclusively 
whether they are fitted to be classed under the 
name of racehorses, or whether they rightly be- 
long to the grand army of undesirables, more 
aptly termed oat-burners. Should the rule be 
deemed too exclusive, there might be one race 
set aside each day, in which the unfortunates 
might be afforded a chance to redeem themselves. 

Should such a rule be promulgated, the ques- 
tion next arises, ‘What is to become of the dis- 
barred ?” 

That is not a question for those who pay their 
money to look at good racing. It is a problem 
for the owners of worthless horses to consider. 
Thev must needs seek new pastures for their 
quadrupeds, where there is a possibility they 


may be able to earn their keep. It is in. reality 
doing a great kindness to these owners to keep 
them from spending their money uselessly, run- 
ning among the also-rans, and cluttering up the 
tracks. They may tell you their animal might, 
by good luck, win a race of some kind some day. 
So he might, but to wait for that day is not what 
the public expects to pay for. SUBSCRIBER. 


"SIMMS WAS FIRST 


HE impression over here long has been that 
Tod Sloan “introduced” into England the 


style of riding requiring short stirrup leathers 
and, consequently, “high seat,” but in the course 
of the following, which is from the pen of 
“Augur” in The Sporting Life (London), it is 
stated that another American, the noted Negro 
rider, Willie Simms, was the first to show it in 
that country: 

“It was a good school in which Fox (third on 
the jockey list this year) was brought up. In 
his younger days he had the opportunity of rid- 
ing much in the company of that prodigy of the 
time, Frank Wootton, and the late ‘Danny’ 
Maher. These two were jockeys before they came 
to this country, even though Wootton was only 
just in his teens. 

“I doubt whether they learned anything from 
the English style of riding, which, at that time, 
was a cross between the old and the new, the 
latter first shown by the ‘darkie’ Simms, and sub- 
sequently demonstrated in almost uncanny 
fashion by Sloan. 

“Maher once told me that he fashioned his 
poise in the saddle after having seen a music- 
hall turn at some town in his native Connecticut. 

“An artiste, standing on one leg, and holding 
a stick with both hands in front of him, tilted 
his body forward at such an angle that he defied 
anyone to take hold of the stick and thrust him 
back. 

“Anyhow, we saw in the American jockey, 
when he first came over and rode on the old 
course at Manchester, one who was well versed 
in his craft, and although he was overshadowed 
for a time by Sloan, who was well established, he 
showed his worth with the right kind of mount. 

“And he was in no fear of Sloan when it came 
to a finish. Nor, for the matter of that, was 
Sam Loates. Nor, in more recent times, would 
Smirke have been. 

“Maher and Wootton, already jockeys when 
they appeared here, had a style different to 
Sloan’s, and easier to copy, for it was more 
natural.” 


DERBY ENTRIES. 

“Mankato,” in The Sporting Chronicle (Man- 
chester) takes exception to the suggestion that 
has been made that the advent of the totalizator 
in England is responsible for an increase in the 
number of entries to the Epsom Derby, and he 
brings forward the fact that in 1913 for the 
Derby in 1915 there were 429 entries as against 
404 made in 1929 for the race to be run in 1931. 
He further shows that there were 3,056 foals 
registered in 1912 as against 3,754 in 1928, 
which, he brings out, was a 14 per cent entry for 
the 1915 race as against a 10.7 entry for the 
1931 race, and he observes that “the increase in 
the number of entries is by no means commen- 
surate with the increase in value’’ of the Derby 
which in 1929 was £11,965, while in 1914 it was 
only £6,450. 
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OPTIMISTS ALL. 
6¢TN spite of the fact that the weather has 
been anything but favorable, the attendances 
at National Hunt meetings have been wonder- 
fully good,” says “Augur’” in The Sporting Life 
(London). “The enterprise of some executives 
in helping to make racing cheaper, and also the 
attraction of the ‘tote’ have doubtles given a 
stimulus to the sport, But, anyway, the campaign 
has started in great style, and when the higher- 
class programmes are forthcoming after the 
holiday, we are justified in looking forward to a 
‘bully’ time at the jumping meetings, to be fol- 
lowed by a highly successful flat. At the mo- 
ment, then, we are optimists all.”

Mr. F. Ambrose Clark, the American, was at 
Sandown Park to see Favourite Star win the 
Bookham Maiden ’Chase, and he must have been 
delighted with the great promise his five-year-old 
displayed when beating Magic Moon. 

His Clever fencing revealed the fact that Ivor 
Anthony had schooled him well, while no one 
could have ridden a cooler or better judged race 
on the son of Dennis d’Or than did D. Williams, 
who let Blue Mark and Lardida show him the 
way. 

Favourite Star jumped faultlessly throughout, 
and though Magic Moon came on the scene to 
head him between the last two fences, Favourite 
Star’s speed was to much for Lady Glenapp’s 
horse on the flat.—The Sporting Life (London). 


WHAT IT MEANS. 


A reader of THE BLOOD-HORSE sends in the 
following cutting from The Evening Tribune 
(San Diego), with the comment that it is ‘‘noti- 
fying the public in advance that they can expect 
everything the chicken lays but the egg”’: 

“This winter the booking department, with 
Zeke Caress of Los Angeles at the helm, is going 
to protect itself as far as it is humanly possible. 
The strongest measure announced thus far will 
be the withholding of clockings altogether save 
for the association’s use. The procedure of 
granting the scribes the use of the information 
on the morning workouts has been followed for 
years at the Old Tijuana racetrack but Caress 
has decided they can do without them. So can 
the public.” 


NORTHERN KENTUCKY STUDS. 


J. B. Respess has 45 broodmares at his High- 
land Stock Farm, near Erlanger, Ky., and very 
few are barren.

The Racing Calendar (New York) for Decem- 
ber reports 624 foals of 1928 as having been 
declared out of the futurity for 1930, at $10 each, 
as of November 1, 1929. On the same date 120 
were declared out of the Matron Stakes at $25 
each; 161 out of the National Stallion Stakes, at 


$10 each; 55 foal entries, at $50 each, and 37 
yearling entries, at $100 each, out of the 
Lawrence Realization, and 62 out of the Coaching 
Club American Oaks, at $75 each, all of which 
races are to be decided at Belmont Park during 
this year. On the same date there were 181 
declarations at $50 each from the Travers Mid- 
Summer Derby, and 122, at $50 each, from the 
Alabama Stakes, both to be run at Saratoga 
next August.
